Ottawa, July 2!).— Premier Laurier 
announced that Cant. Bender will sail 
in couimuild of the Arclii formerly the 
Uanss, on August loth. The vessel will 
carry an officer and ten mounted police 
apart from her crew. They will relieve 
tho Neptune, patrol in northern waters 
at the Dominion's established police 
posts and generally assert Canadian 
jurisdiction in the Arctic straits. The 
government came to the conclusion that, 
the time had arrived when Canada's 
interests in these northern waters 
should not he neglected lunger. Unless 
this was done there might he serious 
complications in the future. 

Colonel Hughes condemned the gov- 
ernment's petty action in cutting oil the 
Military Gazette owing to its full criti- 
cism ol the government uit military mat- 
ters. Sir F. Borden disclaimed any 
knowledge of the matter. 

A hill was introduced hy Sir Win. 
Mulock It, make radical changes in the 
Alien Labor Act. It will he an ott'ence 
to import labor under promise of em- 
ployment. Where certain classes of 
iabor cannot be obi nined in ( lanada, a 
judge will decide whether aliens shall 
he imported, ll will be a criminal of- 
fence to import aliens by fraudulent 
representations. Government aided 
lines are to he constructed by Canadian 
or British labor whenever possible. Per- 
sons infringing the act will be liable 
for the cost of deportation of the aliens. 
The landing of idiots and others likely 
to become public charges is forbidden. 
The minister of labor is given power 
of deportation instead of tho minister 
of justice. Special officers are to he 
appointed to carry out the law. 

.Air. Smith. Weutworth, moved a reso- 
lution of censure on the government for 
nut providing better cold storage for 
shipping Canadian products to Great 
Britain. This should be controlled hy 
the government on all subsidized ves- 
sels. .Mr. Smith made a vigorous .speech, 
showing from the thermograph record 
of steamships that the government had 
woefully failed to secure an effective 
cold storage accommodation. Sir Rich- 
ard Cartwright and others spoke, and 
then the amendment was negatived by 
(52 to 88. 

In committee of supply the opposition 
energetically attacked the government 
for failing to lill vacancies in the judici- 
ary, notably that of the chief justice 
of Nova Scotia, which was being kept 
for .Mr. Russell, M. P. Hon. Mr. h'ilz- 
patrick made a lame defence, but prom- 
ised that vacancies would he filled im- 
mediately after the session. This is con- 
sidered another indication of the near 
approach of the general elections.

PORT ARTHUR 
STANDS FEAR FUL ORDEAL 

For Three Days the Japanese Forces Pour Shot and Shell 
Into the Fortress And Its Capitulation Momentarily 
Expected— Garrison Now on Short Rations. 



Chefoo, July 29.— A junk containing 
thirty refugees from Port Arthur, who 
are all foreigners of the better class, 
arrived here tonight, having left Tort 
Arthur on Thursday. The refugees re- 
port that exceedingly heavy lighting by 
land and sea, to the enst and north- 
cast of Port Arthur, occurred on Tues- 
day. Wednesday and Thursday of this 
week and they express belief that a 
general assault was begun on Thurs- 
day. They say that this bombardment 
was the heaviest experienced since the 
beginning of the siege and the Russian 
forts made very little reply to the Jn- 
paaesc lire. These foreigners confirm 
previous reports of the serious condi- 
tion of the Japanese lleet. Field 
Marshal Oneama, accompanied by his 
staff, left Port Dalny on Tuesday. He 



is conducting the Japanese operations 
in person. 

The fresh meat supply in Port Ar- 
thur is exhausted. Only the troops are 
getting salt meat. Non-combatants are 
subsisting merely on oatmeal and rice. 

Shanghai. July 20. — A telegram re- 
ceived here from Weihaiwei confirms 
other telegrams received here today 
from Chefoo to the effect that Port 
Arthur has been captuixd. The Wei- 
hniwei telegram says also that the Brit- 
ish Heet, which has been cruising, will 
arrive there tomorrow. 



VI Weihniwei there is a British wire- 
less telegraph station, and the British 
warships are equipped with the means 
of communication. Ii is possible that 
Weihniwei has been in wireless com- 
munication with the fleet and that the 



information of tho fall of Port Arthur 
was received in this manner, 

London, July 29.— A despatch to Ren- 
ter's Telegram Company from Weihni- 
wei, received today, says: "It is sup- 
posed here that Port Arthur has been 
captured as the British fleet is return- 
ing here tomorrow." 

Presumably this report is from the 
same source as the despatch from 
Shanghai reporting a Weihniwei rumor 
that Port Arthur has fallen. The only 
basis for the report known here is that 
when Russia no longer occupies Port 
Arthur the British, by the treaty, will 
evacuate Weihniwei. and the inference 
is that the British lleet: is returning to 
.Weihaiwei to remove the stores, etc., 
from that place. 

Not much credence is attached for 
the moment to the Weihaiwei report, 
though similar rumors are flooding the 
continent.

The NovOe Vru- 
mya says: "At. Vou Plehve was a 
strong intellectual man, but most of all, 
In 1 had a thorough insight, and Knew 
well what, particular features were 
wanting lo make up a true balance of 
Russian national life." 

Tlie Russ declares that the dead min- 
ister's faithful name will live in connec- 
tion with agricultural and peasant re- 
forms, and that it is an infinite pity 
he was taken off in the midst of his 
work, leaving his plans all uupeffect- 
ed. 

The Official Messenger says: "His 
death is an irreparable loss to all truly 
patriotic Russians, lie was a faithful 
servant of the throne and the Father- 
land. He was intellectual and of a 
firm will, not sparing himself in health, 
strength or private interests Where Pub- 
lic duty was concerned. He did not ac- 
complish all he set out to do, still his 
name must be handed down on the list 
cd' the great and true servants tJ i his 
country." 

The Emperor was not present a* the 
requiem touight, but lie Will attend 
the funeral Sunday afternoon. 

The capture of the accomplice of 
the murderer was effected under' cir- 
cumstances showing that the conspira- 
tors pursued the plan followed at thu 
assassination of Alexander II. The ac- 
complice who is now under ojrest, 
stood near the Baltic depot, ready to 
throw a second bomb in case the as- 
sassin stationed half a mile higher up 
the canal had failed. When the nc- 

i iplice was satisfied that the murder 

had been accomplished, he hastily hired 
a boat and directed the boatman to 
take lii til for a row toward tile sea. 
The boatman saw his passenger drop 
a cardboard box overboard. When the 
passenger lauded he called a policeiiuiu 
and gave him in charge. The prisoner, 
who was respectably dressed, spoke 
Russian with a foreign accent, fie re- 
fused to give his name. Divers are 
now searching for the presumed bomb. 

The assassin walked up and down 
the street, at the corner whence he 
threw the bomb at least a quarter of 
an hour, awaiting Von Plehve's car- 
riage. He did not arouse the slightest 
suspicion on the part of several police- 
men who were almost alongside of him, 
because he wore an official (railroad) 
cap. A uniform of any kind invariab- 
ly inspires confidence in Russia. The 
murderer must have known Hon. Von 
Plehve's carriage well, as be paid no 
attention to the passage of several min- 
isters who had preceded Von Plehve in 
going to Peterhof palace.

The recovery f I. ego, alias Poro- 
zeff, the assassin „f Von Plehve, is prac- 
tically certain. He is entirely con- 
scious although suffering acute pain in 
consequence of the operation in extract- 
ing the splinters from his abdomen, 
face and arm. He admits it was a 
carefully planned crime, lie soys he 
was animated by humanitarian mo- 
tives and does not express the slightest 
regret. 



French Ministers Decide to Keep 
Decision Secret But Rupture 
Inevitable. 



Paris, July 21).— The Vatican's reply 
to the French note demanding tho re- 
call of the letters summoning: the 
Bishops id' Dijon and Laval to Rouii; 
was received at the foreign office this 
morning, and is being translated for the 
council of ministers, ll consists! of two 

notes dealing separately with the cases 
ol I he two bishops. The impression 
prevails thai a rupture is almost in- 
evitable. 

The council Of ministers, after sitting 
until 13 p.m. discussing the Vatican situa- 
tion, decided to keep its decision secret. 

Premier Combes, when questioned af- 
ter the ministers bad adjourned, declar- 
ed thai diplomatic etiquette forbade him 
to speak. This statement is Interpre- 
ted to mean a complete rupture of diplo- 
matic relations with tho holy see. 

The French government's note will bo 
telegraphed this evening to M. He 
I 'ouriel, I he secret ary - j charge of 
the French embassy to the Vatican, 
who will communicate it to the vaticau 
authorities tomorrow, it is believed 
that the embassy stalT wall leave Home 
tomorrow and thai the papal nuncio 
will leave Paris.

Chicago, July 29.— Unable to arrange 
a conference v.-ith representatives of 
the packers, President Donnelly of the 
amalgamated moat cutters and butchers 
workmen of America, has ordered a 
Ktriko of all the members of his organ- 
ization employed in New York l>y 
Scuvarzhild & Sulzberger and the 
United Dressed Beef Company. The 
order, which was telegraphed to New 
York tonight, dors not go into effect 
mail Sunday as the men in the eastern 
packing houses do uot report for work 
mi Saturday. 

The decision to extend the strike to 
the cast was not taken until after Mr. 
Dounell}' and his assistants had spent 
the day in a fruitless effort to arrange 
a meeting with the representatives of 
the eastern packers who had come to 
Chicago last night. . 

Geuevel belief was that the New York 
packers had come west to make terms 
with the lint. -hers; but if such was the 
ease they changed their minds after in- 
vestigating the progress that had been 
made here in working the plants with 
non-union employees. Late this after- 
noon, when Homer U. Callahan, of the 
national organization of butchers work- 
men made a final appeal lo the repre- 
sentatives of Sehwarzhild & Sulzberg 
for a conference with members of that 
firm, he was told the eastern packers 
had nothing to offer the men and that 
the conference would hi' only a waste 
of time. Mr. Donnelly then decided on 
the strike order.

In Spite of Holiday Time Good 
Volume of Business 
Continues. 



Exploiting B.C. Halibut Fisheries 
By Americans Is a 
Feature. 



Toronto, July 20.— Bradstreet's re- 
view says: In Montreal holiday dull- 
ness is being displayed in a good many 
departments of wholesale trade. Many 
travelers are taking holidays and orders 
for the fall, while quite up to the usual 
volume at this time, are not showing 
as much expansion as they will later 
on. The conditions of trade continue 
satisfactory and the prospects are still 
bright for the fall and winter business. 
Woollen goods are showing, increasing 
firmness. Other staple lines 'are steady. 
There is a fair movement in dairy pro- 
ducts, with steadier markets. Crops 
are coining on nicely. The hay crop is 
heavy and the root crops are good. 
Country remittances are still a little 
slow. 

Toronto wholesale business is showing 
some development. The firmness dis- 
played by woollen goods has stimulated 
the fall demand. The prices of staple 
manufactures continue firm and this is 
imparting confidence and tends to in- 
crease the business being done for the 
future, The demand for domestic wool 
continues very keen. Canadian millers 
are buying selected lots and sending 
them to lOngland to be turned into yarn 
and reshipped here. This is the first 
case of such a thing being done with 
domestic wools. The home demand for 
our wools limits the available for ship- 
ment lo the Tinted Stales this year. 

Al. Quebec wholesale trade, as a rule, 
is quiet and the holiday season is hav- 
ing an effect on retailers in the city. 
Remittances are still slow and an im- 
provement is not looked lo until later 
in the season. Shoe manufacturers are 
fairly busy. Crop prospects are still 
encouraging. 

At Victoria and Vancouver trade con- 
tinues lo show some improvement. Or- 
ders for the fall are fair. The inland 
mining towns on the mainland and on 
the island are takitlj, rair quantities 
of goods. The salmon run continues 
light.' New England fishermen are suc- 
cessfully exploiting the halibut fisher- 
ies on the coast and are making large 
shipments to the New lOngland stales. 

At Winnipeg the opening of the Do- 
minion exhibition gave a great, impetus 
to wholesale trade this week, having 
attracted many buyers from the prov- 
ince and the territories, who have placed 
liberal orders for the fall and winter 
trade. Values of staph: goods are fair- 
ly held, (hop reports are fairly good. 
Wheat cutting is likely to become 
pretty general in about four Weeks. The 
harvest will be a week or two weeks 
late in many sections. 

Wholesale trade at Hamilton, as re- 
ported to Bradstreet's, is keeping up 
well for the holiday season, when much 
expansion in the demand is naturally 
not looked for. The orders for the fall 
arc coming in nicely and the outlook 
for a large sorting trade for the fall 
and winter is very promising. Crop con- 
ditions continue good. Large shipments 
are being made to the east. 

London jobbing trade circles report a 
good movement in goods for the ensu- 
ing season and the prospects point to 
further growth in this trade as the sea- 
sou develops. The conditions of busi- 
ness are healthy and the wholesale 
trade looks for a large turnover for the 
last half of the year. 

There is a fair inquiry for fall goods 
at Ottawa. The wholesale trade is busy 
making shipments and orders continue 
to come forward in fair volume as 
a result of the prosperous conditions 
of business at the country retail centres 
of trade. Values of staple goods are 
fa i r.

PYRAMIDS FROM CANADA. 

Thcv Are rjullt From Ores and Metals 
From i'i" Dominion mid Proclaim th 
Vast Resources of Hie Great North 
Country. 

Canada's great mineral wealth is admir- 
ably exemplified by an attractive exhibit 
in the Palace of Mines ami Metallurgy at| 
Hie World's fair. St. Louis. Tin' display, 
is the largest ever made by Canada at any 
exposition! Explorers have ventured in 
lale years ns far north as a thousand miles 
from" the boundary line between Ihe Unit- 
ed States and Canada in search of new 
fields, and the quest has not been in vain. [ 

Canada occupies a space of 0,000 square 
feet near one of the main entrances, nil- j 
joining the United States government sec- 
tion in the mines building. The exhibit is! 
not confined to show eases, but unique and: 
striking mass displays are mnde. As Can- 
ada supplies more than one-half of the 
world's production of nickel and 9S per 
cent of the world's output of asbestos, 
titese two ores an' given a prominent place 
in the exhibit. They are displayed In tie" 
form of large pyramids. The pyramid of, 
nickel weighs 17 ions, while the one of «s-l 
bestos weighs 11 Ions. Two oilier pyramids 
are shown, one of corundum, weighing 15 
tons, and another of mica. 

These pyramids illustrate the processes 
the ores 'undergo In the transition from 
the crude state to the finished product, 
for example, id the nickel pyramid, tbe 
ore as turned out of the mine forms the 
base, above is a section containing the 
product alter the roasting process. Above 
this Is n section containing the copper 
and nlckle malic, and the apex Is llnisli- 
ed in the refined article. Surmounting 
the pyramid Is a statue sculptured out of 
the refined nickel and typically Canadian 
in design. 

A feat are of Ihe exhibit holds a place In 
the centre of the rear wall of the section 
and resembles a mantel in shape. Three 
tall columns on either side are joined by 
a large arch, the top »f which Is if) feet 
from Ihe floor. The columns and arch are 
built lip in sections composed of representa- 
tive minerals from every province in the 
Dominion. In the centre of the arch is a 
rich exhibit of gold from the Yukon and 
British Columbia mines. 

Coal holds a prominent place in the 

display. *] linens are shown from till 

Holds, from Nova Scotia on the Atlantic, 
to Vancouver Island on the Pacific. Most 
of Hie coal used by the Pnclfle squadron of 
the United Stales navy comes from the 
Vancouver Island mines. Oold-copper ores 
ami silver-lend ores are shown In large 
quantities, as are also chronic Iron and 
magniiiiese iron ore. Seventy-live table 
cases cinil iiln minerals arranged according 
to their geographical location.

Broadbent, 
who lias charge of the entire mining ex- 
hibit. The Canadian section In the I'.ilace 
of Mines and Metallurgy Is of great Inter- 
est, not only to those who are interested in 
mining, but. to the layman, and Is a ren- 
dezvous for Canadian visitors.— Louis La- 
rlvo, Canadian Press Correspondent at the 
World's fair.

"Hlg crops to Hie north of Calgiiry and 
half crops to the south win probably rule 
tills summer," said C \V. Rhodes, secre- 
tary of tile LSracklnun-Kor Milling Com- 
pany, yesterday In outlining his observa- 
tions along ihe line of his recent trip in- 
to the lidinoiiton country. Tuc linn has 
extensive dealings with the ranchers 
tbrotitrhoul the .country, purchasing large 
supplies of oats and hay, so that Mr. 
Itliodcs speaks from the viewpoint of the 
close observer. -I 

••North of Calgary the country lias had 
ample rain, uuU the ranchers arc feeling 
easier than ul this Juncture for several 
years past. Hurley is already headed out, 
wldle hay and oats loot; exceptionally well. 
The outlook for the best, crop In several 
years Is excellent. in the big district 
south of Calgary the whole country suf- 
fers from Uroiigiii. The ranchers are not 
looking for more than half >i crop, and it 
is doubtful If the section will have any- 
thing to export. West or Maeleod I saw 
a heavy white frost on the ground, and 
was Informed that on duly there had 
been seven degrees of frost. This has been 
destructive of all root crops, but as the 
cereals were not In milk they will prob- 
aby escape If no further frost occurs." 

The Brackman-Ker coiupuuy maintains 
six ('levators In various sections of the 
country, largely in i lie Northwest, but Mr. 
Jthodes contributes the rather interesting 
Statement that the ranchers adjacent to 
the elevators do not as yet grow sufficient 
oats to keep the mills running steadily. A 
ready market Is atiordcd'al home fin- all 
the oats the ranchers can produce al good 
prices, the only stipulation being that the 
oats shall be of one of tile numerous var- 
ieties adapted to milling, yet the ranchers 
have not yet reached the point where their 
oat product is suflh.dcnt to keep the plants 
running continuously. Much missionary 
work has been done by the firm, and the 
results are showing In Increased produc- 
tion of llie better trades of oats. 

In the Fraser rlvor valley the company 
has performed a function which Is usually 
left in the bunds of the government. Large 
quantities of seed oals have been import- 
ed from Sweden, Norway and New S5ea- 
liind and placed in the bands of ranchers 
at a certain figure with a contract binding 
I the linn to purchase the entire product of 
| the seed no's at the game per ton price 
charged lor seed outs. The result of 
.this pulley has been lo bring aboul the 
' production of ii uniform excellence of 
I standard, the remarkable climatic condi- 
1 lions pertaining to the section contribut- 
ing toward llie evolution of an oat claim- 
ed to be unequalled on the continent.

Says the Sun Francisco Examiner of

The live jurors who voted to convict 
Jacob Epplnger have something to say of 
the conduct of their seven associates, who 
stood out for acquittal. Complaint is 
made that those who favored giving the 
bankrupt grain merchant the better of 
the doubt absolutely refused to listen to 
argument. Their minds were made up 
the Instant they were dismissed to their 
deliberations, and they refused to discuss 
tile ease at all. 

There Is uo charge that any of the seven 
were actuated by dishonest motives. Hut 
It is more than 'hinted that at least four 
were so chagrined at the long imprison- 
ment which hud been forced upon thorn 
by Judge Lawlor that they were unable 
to give Ihe evidence presented and the 
Instructions of the court fair und Impar- 
tial consideration. 

When the Jury bad been discharged Juror 
Bernard Gallagher spoke for those who 
had voted to acquit. He Bald: "There was 
a doubt In the minds of some of us that 
when Jacob Epplnger borrowed Hint $0,800 
from the International Hanking Corpor- 
ation he contemplated a fraud upon the 
bank. On the matter of reasonable doubt 
the jury was divided In opinion." 

Ooldvvrh MeAvoy, who was foreman of 
the Jury, and was one of the live who stood 
out for conviction, was heard to say to 
one of the attorneys for ihe defence: "If 
the Jurors had been permitted to retire to 
their honies during adjournments of the 
court there would have been ii conviction." 
yesterday MeAvoy admitted having made 
tills remark and declared he was of Ihe 
Opillloll expressed therein. "There were 
many complaints of the seven weeks' con- 
finement," he said, "and these came from 
jurors who voted to acquit." 

It appears that there was some sickness 
among the jury. John Manning, a retired 
policeman, caught n severe cold and be- 
came seriously alarmed nhout his condi- 
tion. He was wont to remark to his as- 
sociates: "1 shall not be able to see this 
out- I know 1 shall not." Jurors John F. 

Ptlunbo and William Pilger felt St 

keenly the separation from their families. 
Pllllllbe was permitted to speak to his wife 
occasionally In ihe curt room anil his 
oscillatory demonstrations mi these occa- 
sions were the subjeet ol remark.

Juror O limey voted for acquittal because,] 
as he said, he was not siltlslicd that It 
was really Jacob Epplnger who personally 
negotiated the $0,800 loan that was the 
basis of the grand jury Indictment. 

Hut the live jurors who voted to convict 
are not satisfied with their contrary-mlud-| 
ed associates. "1 could not look business 
men of tills citv In the face If 1 had voted 
to acquit," says Foreman MeAvoy. "I 
voted like a gentleman and a man of 
honor," declares Juror Hlnke. Juror Minis 
was so Indignant thai he asked the court 
to permit an open poll of the jury. John 
E. Sills says: "Those who voted for Ep- 
plnger were unreasonable. They wouldn't j 
listen to argument, wouldn't discuss the | 
case.

Chicken Makes Its l'list Appearance In the 
World After Dong Journey.

We have the word of at least two reputa- 
ble citizens as to the facts concerning this 
statement— men noted for their truthful- 
ness, says the Wenutchee Advance. 

Some time ago—about four weeks before 
market day In Wenatchce— a man by the 
inline of Brown ground some hurley for 
horse feed by wind power on the Big 
Bend breaks, about Chelan Falls.

and It was shipped by boat to this place, 
after being hauled In a wagon to Chelan 
Fulls. 

After arriving In Wenutchee a portion 
was taken to Mr. Harlan's slaughter house 
to feed. The man In charge, Mr. Jenkins, 
had occasion to feed some stock, and used 
some of the chop barley. 

On opening the sack he was surprised at 
hearing the chirp of a young chicken. It 
sounded as though It was in the sack. He 
commenced to Investigate by pouring the 
barlov from the sack, when out rolled a 
chicken Just from the shell. 

The chicken Is ns well and lively as any 
chick, and Is now on exhibition at the 
slaughter house. 

How the egg came In the sack Is n mys- 
tery, but it is supposed to have been laid 
by the mother hen at the mill and was 
scooped Into the sack without being no- 
ticed. The natural heat of the grain, It 
Is thought, was about the right temperature 
lo hatch out the chick. Thanks to the man, 
Jenkins, for opening the sack Just at the 
proper time to save Ihe life of the chick- 
en. The orphan will be on exhibition 
next market day. if nothing happens.

NEW WESTMINSTER BRIDGE 
TOLLS. 

The New Westminster Colunibiiin in 
mi editorial the other ilny referred to 
the probability of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment imposing tolls for ordinary 
Unfile, other than by railway, over the 
New Westminster bridge, and pointed 
out that that course, practically a neces- 
sity, was the result of the refusal of 
the Ottawa government to subsidize 
the construction of the bridge as re- 
quested to the extent of $250,000. It 
is needless to say that with a bridge 
costing over $1,000,000 and not over 
one-half of the interest on the cost of 
construction already provided for in the 
way of railway traffic it will he neces- 
sary that those who use the bridge 
should pay for the privilege. It would 
not be fair to the rest of the province 
that one section of the population 
should have facilities free of t'harge 
for which all sections are taxed. Of, 
course, if the L/ouiinion Government 
had come to the rescue 1 as it has done 
in other parts of Canada and contribu- 
ted, say $350,000, to the cost the Pro- 
vincial Government would have been 
ll'ile to have nlluwi d vehicular traffic to 
have passed over fn f tolls. 

Mr. John Hendry, who was a mem- 
ber of a company formed for the pur- 
pose of taking over the bridge and 
operating it as n private concern in or- 
der to secure the Dominion subsidy, 
writes to the Columbian as follows: 

"To obtain the subsidy « hicli the Do- 
minion Government was willing In give 
to the provincial government through 
n bridge com puny, a local company was 

formed to secure i! x peeled SWllO.IKH) 

to $:{,"i(>,()(l<) for the purpose of blinding 
this money over In the provincial ire .is- 
ury. The Columbian opposed the prop- 
osition, and it is to Id, line, with others, 
that the I'rovinci.i ! < lovcrum lit lias not 
r< ived a contribution from the Do- 
minion of alaml $3.'0,(!iiu f >r t ite con- 
struction of the New Westminster 
bridge." 

( »ur contemporary refuses to take Mr. 
Hendry seriously w hen he says that the 
object of foiming the company was lo 
si cure the suli.~i.ly in order to ha ml 
it over to the provincial treasury, inas- 
much as thai gentleman has never he- 
fore hem suspected of philanthropic mo- 
tives. Without any proof to the con- 
trary we are in duly hound lo accept 
Mr. Hendry's statement; and, in fact, 
we see no reason for doubling it. Mr. 
Hendry w as a ware of i he position tak- 
en by the govermnenl at Ottawa that 
"on prieiple" it had refused lo 
grant subsidies to bridges huill by pro- 
vincial governments, and would nol in 

this ease depart IT its established 

policy. Ii was anxious ilial "danger- 
ous precedents" might not he formed. 
Mr. Hendry being interested in seeing 
the bridge huill, probably himself sug- 
gested the formation of the company for 
the purpose, which company would be 
nominally in receipt of the subsidy and 
hand ii over to the Government. We 
are not aware of what ulher steps it 
was proposed to take in respect to the 
control of the bridge, or what relations 
it expected to maintain with the Pro- 
vincial Government. Mr, Hendry being 
of very practical mind saw in the for- 
mation ot the e puny a practical solu- 
tion of the question. Tl pposition 

raised to the recognition of private own- 
ership in the bridge defeated whai Mr. 
Hendry and his associates had in view, 
and, of course, he blames those who 
opposed the company idea fur the prov- 
ince not securing the subsidy. In doing 
Mr. Hendry so much justice, however, 
it is uo| to be assumed thai the com- 
pany were in act its free agents. We 
believe Mini Mr. Hendry will freely ud- 

jnii that the company expected nt bast 
to gel ii substantial commission for net- 1 
illg as brokers for the province, for 
•hat is what it practically amounts to. 
\Vo mtiHi also assume in accepting 
•Mr, Jh'tidry's statement that lie hud) 
assurances of receiving the subsidy, nnd 
that Hto UovortltUOIlt tit Ottawa was 
awaiu Of the peculiar eircumstllll ?es 



under which it was being applied for 
Such being the facts, It reveals u some- 
what astonishing state of affairs at the 
federal capital. The pleu which was 
successfully, or would have been suc- 
cessfully, carried out was a remarkable 
method of beating the devil around the 
bush. 

It seems surprising that a government 
which is so punctilious about establish- 
ing "precedents" and acting on ".prin- 
ciple," should regard a distinction so 
technical as an excuse for denying the 
province of British Columbia a subsidy 
to the bridge over the Eraser river, but 
at. the same time be willing to recog- 
nize a Brm of private brokers and per- 
mit them to sueure a subsidy and, say, 
a ten per cent, "rake off." Any argu- 
ments there are are in favor of directly 
assisting the province in undertaking 
an enterprise entirely government owned 
and operated solely in the public in- 
terests, and against encouraging it pol- 
icy of private "graft." All experience, 
however, goes to show that the only 
way to secure any right or concession at 
Ottawa under the present administra- 
tion is through some friend of the 
Government who is to make a profit out 
of the transaction. ' 
i 111 the case of the new bridge at Que- 
bec, in particular, which was built en- 
tirely out of monies voted by the Prov- 
ince of Quebec, the city of Quebec and 
the Dominion of Canada, n private 
company of influential supporters of 
the Government was formed, who re- 
ceived the subsidy and control the 
bridge, but who did not contribute a 
rent towards its construction. What 
reasonable man can justify a policy, 
which on alleged "principle" denies aid 
ti) the Government of British Columbia 
for u bridge in which there is no pri- 
vate interests or gain and at the same 
time substantially recognizes a private 
concern and permits it to exploit 
the public treasury. At the best the 
distinction is a purely a technical one. 
The advantage it possesses for the gov- 
ernment is thai it enables it to turn a 
corner and help its friends al the same 
lime. It is. however, not only dishonest 
as a pretext, but it is unworthy of the 
pretentious dignity of a goveruineiil 

o, the Domini f Canada, which 

should not be afraid to do right open- 
ly and without any resort to miserable 
subterfuge. We are glad thai Mr. Hen- 
dry lias afforded us the opportunity of 
referring to the matter. His statement, 
which is honest anil above board, is c(UI- 
lirmiltory of what we suspected to be 
true all along.

New V'ork, July 20.— Stocks reacted 
again today, but the market became much 
quluter. Dealings were decidedly smaller 
ami fluctuations much" narrower, marking 
the declining oscillation duo to an ap- 
proach to n stationary condition after the 
more violent disturbance of the earlier 
part of the week. The action of the mar- 
ket today suggested less recurrence of 
anxiety over the factors- which broke 
prices on Wednesday rami unloading of 
some over-hasty commitments made yes- 
terday in the attack upiui the shorts In 
the market. The renewed decline la Brit- 
ish Consols, however, was not without cf- 
feet upon sentiment. 

This effect was more pronounced In our 
wheat mifrkot than In stoeks and led to a 
sharp advance In wheat.
